Fur Farming Will Become 
Important Alaskan Industry 


That fur bearing will become 
an important industry seems to 
have been established, says the 
Juneau Empire. The industry of 
domesticating or collecting on 
islands, fur bearing animals 
where their pelts may be taken 
and sent to the maker at the 
most advantageous season has, 
apparently, passed the experi- 
mental stage. Governor Riggs, 
commenting on this industry in 
his annual report, says: 

“Fur farms continue to be op- 
erated in various parts of Alaska. 
Much of this work is incidental 


to other business, but a number} 


of concerns appear to be operat- 
ing ou a commercial basis. Blue 
foxes and the various color phases 
of the red fox are the species 
most extensively raised, though 
in a few instances reports have 
been received of experiments with 
muskrats, marten, and mink. It 
has been demonstrated that bet- 
ter success is attained with the 
red fox in corrals, while the blue 
fox does better when at large, 
particularly on islands a sufficient 
distance from other land to pre- 
vent escape of the animals by 
swimming. The propagation of 
foxes in captivity is destined to 
become one of the most important 
factors in the fur industry.’’ 





No Use Left Now for Hip Pocket 


NEW YORK— Prohibition will 
sweep hip pockets in men's trous- 
ers into innocuous desuetude, ac- 
cording to a prediction by experts 
ot the International Association of 
Clothing Designers, who today is- 
sued an edict: 

"Make them smaller and shal- 
lower this season.” 

Commenting on the attitude of 
the designers, George W. Hermann 
a member of the organization said: 

"Its illegal to tote a gun; it’s 
unhandy to carry your handker- 
chief there and you can’t buy any- 
thing but wood alcohol to put in 
yoir flask.

American Forestry 
Association Sounds 
Note of Warning 





(Special to the Sentinel.) 

WASHINGTON—In 20 years 
the woods used for the manufac- 
ture of pulp for paper will be ex- 
hausted, the American Forestry 
Association warned todav. The 
greatest reserve, said the state- 
ment, is in Alaska, California, 
Oregon and Washington, but the 
cutting of timber there is going 
on at the rate of two million cords 
a year. 





Paper Manufacturers 
Looking to Alaska 


The District Forester at Port- 
land, Oregon, who has jurisdic- 
tion over the national forests of 
Oregon, Washington, and Alaska, 
reports that the inquiries being re- 
ceived by his office concerning the 
possibilities of paper pulp manu- 
facture in Southeastern Alaska pre- 
sage the extension of this import- 
ant industry to this new field in 
the near future, 

The constantly rising pulpwood 
cost to mills in the United States, 
as the source ot raw material gets 
more remote from the present pulp 
manufacturing centers, are respon- 
sible in part for the increasing 
price of paper, which has reached 
such a high point that it has been 
the subject of a number of congres- 
sional investigations. An abund- 
ant supply of cheap paper is of 
great importance to the United 
States, and if this is to be assured 
in the face of the increasing de- 
mand it will be necessary for the 
industry to develop in new regions 
having a vast supply of cheap pulp- 
ing woods in connection with cheap 
water power. 

The District Forester recently 
stated: ‘‘The immense timber and 
power resources of Southeastern 
Alaska are well adapted to the 
needs of the paper industry, and 
the Forest Service is anxious to 
see them brought into use for this 
purpose, Itis furnishing inquirers 
with all available information con- 
cerning the possibilities there in an 
effort to encourage their interest in 
this new field whose development 
will be of great benefit to the nation 
as a whole as well as to Alaska.”
